Isaac hovered over Louisiana for 
a third day Thursday, shedding 
more than a foot of additional rain 
that forced authorities to hurriedly 
evacuate areas ahead of the storm 
and rescue hundreds of people who 
could not escape as the rapidly ris- 
ing waters swallowed entire neigh- 
borhoods. 

The huge spiral weather system 
weakened to a tropical depression 
as it crawled inland, but it caught 
many places off guard by follow- 
ing a meandering, unpredictable 
path. The storm’s excruciatingly 
slow movement meant that Isaac 
practically parked over low-lying 
towns and threw off great sheets 
of water for hours. 

“I was blindsided,” said Rich- 
ard Musatchia, who fled his water- 
filled home in LaPlace, northwest 
of New Orleans. “Nobody expect- 
ed this.” 

Inside the fortified levees that 
protected New Orleans, bursts of 
sunshine streamed through the 
thick clouds, and life began to 
return to normal. But beyond the 
city, people got their first good look 
at Isaac’s damage: Hundreds of

S. Tatel, a 
judge on the U.S. Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia. 

The ruling will likely have polit- 
ical implications in the coming elec- 
tions. Republicans and Democrats 
have been arguing over whether

270 Miners in S. Africa 
Charged in Lethal Protest 


Johannesburg 

About 270 miners were charged 
Thursday with the murders of 34 
striking colleagues who were shot 
by South African police officers, 
authorities said, a development that 
could further infuriate South Afri- 
cans already shocked and angered 
by the police action. 

The decision to charge the min- 
ers comes under an arcane Roman- 
Dutch common purpose law, and 
it suggests President Jacob Zuma’s 
government wants to shift blame 
for the killings from police to the 
striking miners.

Haiti Enlists Help to End Poverty 


Program trains locals 
to guide families 
toward a better life 

Boucan Carre, Haiti 

The people who live in this part of 
Haiti’s Central Plateau need more 
of pretty much everything that 
makes life safe, comfortable and 
predictable. 

Three-quarters of families do 
not have enough food, and two- 
thirds lack access to clean water. 
One in four children is unvaccinat- 
ed, and half are underweight. And 
about 80 percent of houses do not 
have latrines, according to a survey 


of 5,200 families in the commune, 
or county, of Boucan Carre. 

Is it realistic for people to make 
headway against so many problems 
on their own? Centuries of poverty 
would suggest the answer is no. 

Would a personal assistant 
help? An experiment here may 
answer that. 

Half of the commune’s 10,000 
households are being assigned a 
“household development agent” — 
a neighbor who is trained to work 
as a health educator, vaccinator, 
financial analyst, social worker, 
scheduler and advocate. With the 
agent’s help, a family will create a 
plan to make things better. 

The other 5,000 households will 


The Project 

The Kore Fanmi project is a 

$4 million joint effort among Haiti’s 
Health Ministry, charities and the 
World Bank. The “household devel- 
opment agents" earn a base salary 
of $177 a month and are assigned 
about 100 families. Lessons in the 
agents’ training covered how to give 
an injection, ways to purify water 
and how to get a micro-finance loan, 
among many other things. (TWP) 


function as a control group, living 
as they have in one of Haiti’s poor- 
est and most isolated places. 

If families with agents are doing 


better in two years, then the strat- 
egy of coaching people out of pov- 
erty may be expanded. 

Adrienne Noel, a Health Ministry 
nurse, emphasized that the project 
— called Kore Fanmi, or “family sup- 
port” in Creole — is not a giveaway 
program. There have been many of 
those in Haiti, especially since the 
January 2010 earthquake. 

“It is important to have the 
family contribute,” Noel said. “If 
they get help building a latrine, 
the family can at least dig the hole 
or carry the materials. It is impor- 
tant not to promise things, because 
people would then expect you to

Romney: Obama 
Failed America 


Candidate reaches out to disillusioned 
voters in accepting the nomination 


Tampa, Fla. 

Mitt Romney’s mission in this elec- 
tion: connect with Americans on 
a personal level. 

He sought to do so Thursday by 
appealing to feelings of anxiety — 
if not disappointment — that are 
rippling through the electorate as 
the nation faces stubbornly high 
unemployment and fears about its 
future place in the world. 

“Hope and change had a power- 
ful appeal,” Romney was expected 
to say in his formal acceptance of 
the Republican presidential nomi- 
nation Thursday night. “But tonight 
I’d ask a simple question: If you felt 
that excitement when you voted for 
Barack Obama, shouldn’t you feel 
that way now that he’s President 
Obama? You know there’s some- 
thing wrong with the kind of job 


he’s done as president when the 
best feeling you had was the day 
you voted for him.” 

The evening — from the stag- 
ing to the speakers’ program to 
the planned family entrance after 
Romney’s speech — was aimed at 
introducing the sometimes stiff pol- 
itician as a businessman, Olympic 
savior and religious family man. 

Romney’s speech was the cen- 
terpiece of the evening and was to 
touch on themes that are both per- 
sonal and political, according to 
prepared remarks. He was to tell 


stories, aides said, that haven’t been 
part of his campaign trail pitch and 
discuss his Mormon faith. 

Romney’s aides scripted a 
Thursday program that included a 
video tribute to Ronald Reagan. 

Before Romney was to speak, a 
parade of people from his past were 
set to take to the podium to walk 
through different phases of his life: 
his time running the private equi- 
ty firm Bain Capital, his years run- 
ning the 2002 Winter Olympics in 
Salt Lake City and his experiences 
as governor of Massachusetts. 

Florida Sen. Marco Rubio was 
tapped to introduce Romney. 

He was set to be standing in the 
Tampa Bay Times Forum on a stage 


that organizers rebuilt overnight. 
They added a section that pushed 
the podium toward the center of 
the floor, so Romney would phys- 
ically stand among the crowd as 
he speaks. 

For Romney, 65, the first Mor- 
mon to become a major party 
presidential nominee, the eve- 
ning sealed a triumph more than 
five years in the making. He ran 
unsuccessfully for the nomination 
in 2008 after a term as a moder- 
ate Republican governor of a Dem- 
ocratic state. 

His running mate pick of Rep. 
Paul Ryan, admired by fellow con- 
servatives, reinforced Romney’s 
appeal to the right. His pitch to his 
party, as well as to the many unde- 
cided voters who are disappoint- 
ed in the country’s direction, has 
been that he’s the candidate bet- 
ter able to shoulder the country’s 
economic burdens. 

“Today the time has come for us 
to put the disappointments of the 
last four years behind us,” Romney 
was to say Thursday night. 

And when the speech was over, 
thousands of balloons nestled in 
netting high above the convention 
floor were set to drop, carefully 
positioned to fall everywhere but 
center stage. 

Romney was then to walk back 
up the stage to where his entire fam- 
ily — vHfe, five sons and their vHves, 
and 15 of his 18 grandchildren — 
would be waiting to embrace him.

Every Metro rider has taken one of those miracle 
trips that never should have worked out. There's a 
15-minute gap between trains, but you somehow 
manage to arrive just as one is rumbling into the 
station, then you dash down the escalator, lunge 
through the doors and marvel at your good fortune 
all the way to your destination. 


Typically, in this scenario, you 
pause to glance at the faregate, 
momentarily terrified that you’ve 
neglected to add money to your 
SmarTrip card — and then sigh 
with relief when you see you still 
have 10 cents on there. 

Those days are over. 

Starting Saturday, SmarTrip 
users must have a minimum of 
$1.20 on their cards to get any- 
where. It’s a reasonable switch: 
Paper farecard users (who already 
get penalized a buck per ride) 


need a minimum balance, and in 
exchange for the hassle, Metro is 
giving folks a $3 rebate when they 
register a new SmarTrip card. 

Still, people have been dread- 
ing what the change will mean for 
their routine. “I always go nega- 
tive,” 23-year-old Rachel Gott- 
ke of McLean said Wednesday 
at the Foggy Bottom station. She 
vowed to pay more attention to 
her balance. 

Riders would probably be less 
annoyed if Metro had timed this 


change to coincide with one planned 
for late September. With a new auto- 
load feature, SmarTrip users will 
be able to have their credit cards 
charged automatically when they 
reach a certain minimum balance. 
That’s something everyone seems 
to be eager to see. “The easier, the 
better,” said Ray 
Miller, 57, of Foggy 
Bottom. 

While we wait, 
we’re being bom- 
barded by WM ATA’s 
new ad campaign 
for SmarTrip empha- 
sizing just how clev- 
er the card is, espe- 
cially now that it can hold daily, 
weekly and monthly passes. 
But riders are envisioning ways 
to make SmarTrip even more 
intelligent. 

“For people who don’t check 
their balance like me, it’d be 
nice to get a text alert that it’s 
dropped below a certain amount,” 
Miller said. He’s right. 

Kishana Williamson, 24, 
who lives in College Park 
but grew up riding the 
subway in New York, would like 
to see the card work like the 
ones back home.

He’d like to give Metro his 
opinion on several other topics, 
but Mijango is planning on keep- 
ing his two cents. He needs them 
— and $1.18 more — to get home.

Huguely Sentenced to 23 Years 


Judge reduces jury 
recommendation for 
To murder at UVa. 

Charlottesville, Va. 

Former University of Virginia 
student George Huguely V was 
sentenced to 23 years in prison 
Thursday in the 2010 murder of 
his ex-girlfriend and fellow stu- 
dent Yeardley Love. 

In February, a Charlottesville 
jury convicted Huguely of second- 
degree murder in Love’s death dur- 
ing an argument at her off-campus 
apartment. The jury also found 
Huguely guilty of stealing Love’s 


computer as he left. 

The sentencing brings an end 
to a criminal case that has cap- 
tured national attention. Both 
Love and Huguely were accom- 
plished lacrosse players at a prom- 
inent university. Both were on the 
verge of graduation. 

Huguely’s defense team had 
urged Judge Edward L. Hogshire 
to sentence Huguely to 14 years, 
which would be at the low end of 
state sentencing guidelines, instead 
of the 26 years recommended by 
the jury. In Virginia, a judge can 
reduce a jury’s recommendation 
but not increase it. 

Love’s body was found face- 
down in a bloody pillow after mid-

night May 3, 2010, by a roommate, 
and Huguely was arrested with- 
in hours. 

In a taped interview with police. 


Huguely admitted that, after a day 
of drinking, he had kicked through 
Love’s bedroom door after she 
refused to talk with him about their 
recent breakup. Huguely demon- 
strated to police how he had shak- 
en Love, and described how he 
wrestled Love to the ground before 
pushing her back onto her bed. He 
said that he left her bleeding but 
alive and that he took her comput- 
er on the way out. 

Love, 22, died of blunt-force 
trauma to her head, a medical 
examiner ruled. Love was from 
Cockeysville, a Baltimore suburb, 
and, like Huguely, was a senior and 
a varsity lacrosse player, mary pat

Last season began with the excite- 
ment of a new regime, outlandish 
new uniforms and a thrilling sea- 
son-opening victory on national 
television.

The Maryland Terrapins had 
only one more win in them, which 
means the team opens coach Randy 
EdsalFs second season on Saturday 
against William & Mary with as 
much dread as optimism, as much 
pressure as anticipation.

Pennant-race games

The Nationals 

When the Nationals began to win 
some actual games this season, 
at times it seemed as if the ush- 
ers in the aisles at Nationals Park 
were wiping five years’ worth of 
dust from the seats before invit- 
ing fans to sit. 

The stadium, opened in 2007, 
has come alive this year, and the 
11-game homestand that opened 
on Thursday against the St. Louis 
Cardinals will include pennant-race 
baseball for the first time in many 
decades in the District. 

A victory in Miami on Wednes- 
day snapped a five-game losing 
streak for the Nationals and sent 
them home with a five-game lead 
over the Braves in the National 
League East. Their postseason fate 
will be sealed largely on the basis of 
how they perform at home over the 
last full month of the season. Twen- 
ty of the team’s final 32 games will 



be played at Nationals Park. 

“Every team is going to go 
through a five-, 10 -game stretch, 
even the best teams, where you 
don’t play so well, and that’s what 
we went through,” Ryan Zimmer- 
man said. “Now we get to go home 
for a while.” 

The Nationals entered the stretch 
with a 36-24 record at home, the 
best mark in the division. In Sep- 
tember, the Nationals will host 
series against the Cardinals, Cubs, 


Marlins, Dodgers and Brewers. The 
regular season ends on Oct. 3 after 
a three-game home series against 
the Phillies, whose invading fans 
the Nationals desperately sought 
to banish this season. 

The Cardinals, the reigning 
World Series champions, arrived 
in the mix for one of two wild-card 
spots. The Nationals are in a more 
comfortable position, and after snap- 
ping their recent losing skid, play- 
ers denied a sense of panic.

as the result of a fire or even some 
wild weather. It won’t, however, 
pay to replace your killer shoe 
collection or massive media center. 
That’s where a renters insurance 
policy comes in. 

Renters insurance doesn’t just 
take care of your stuff It protects 
tenants from a few kinds of liability. 
For example, if someone trips and 
falls in your apartment, leading to 
expensive medical bills or even a 
lawsuit, your policy would provide 
you with coverage. 

It could also be a financial 
lifesaver. “Say you left the stove on 
and caused a fire,” says Raynold 
Mensah, an agent with State

Farm in Bethesda (301-656-2600, 
Raymensahinsurance.com). “Any 
damage caused to the building 
would be your responsibility.” 

Renters insurance also helps 
you pay for a place to stay if you 
are displaced from your apartment 
by something like a hurricane 
or major repair — up to a point. 
Some policies place time limits on 
how long they’ll cover expenses 
of staying in a new place, such as 
six months or a year, while others 
put a cap on how much they’ll 
shell out. 

How much should you 
expect to pay? A basic renters 
insurance policy — with $10,000 


in personal property coverage and 
$100,000 in liability coverage — 
costs about $120 a year through 
Allstate and State Farm. But even 
if you bump up both of those 
coverage levels, renters insurance 
should still run you less than $200 
annually. 

Certain amenities or apartment 
features can help bring that price 
down. Think of it this way: If it’s 
something that helps protect you 
or your stuff, make sure to let your 
insurance agent know about it. 

“Any type of safety feature — a 
security alarm, sprinkler system, 
front desk in your building— can 
decrease the cost,” says Adria 
Brown, an agent with Allstate 
in Arlington (703- 558-8200, 


Agents.allstate.com/adria-brown 

-arlington-va.html). 

So how do you go about 
choosing a policy? You can get 
renters insurance from almost any 
insurance provider. If you already 
have car insurance, start your 
shopping there, since companies 
often offer bundling discounts. 

You’ll want to take a good 
look at what you actually own. 
Both Allstate (Allstate.com) and 
State Farm (Statefarm.com), for 
example, offer online tools to 
help renters assess the value of 
their possessions. That figure 
determines the amount of personal- 
property coverage they need.

Big-ticket items, such as an 
expensive engagement ring, 
require a supplemental piece of 
insurance called a floater, since 
their individual value is too high 
to fall under the standard renters 
policy. 

So who doesn’t need renters 
insurance? Anyone living in 
a college dormitory, hotel or 
executive housing. Temporary 
living situations can’t be covered 
by renters insurance. 

Like many other kinds of 
insurance, a renters insurance 
policy has a deductible, which is 
the amount of money the insured 
party must pay before their 
insurance coverage kicks in. So if 
your deductible is $250 and you’ve 
suffered damage to $1,000 worth 
of your belongings, expect a check 
for $750. 

Some landlords — but not all — 
require tenants to obtain a renters 
insurance policy. And some take 
things a step further by not only 
requiring that tenants obtain 
renters insurance but also asking 
to be listed as an interested party 
on the policy. Don’t be scared off 
by that. They typically just want to 
know if the policy gets canceled and 
to make sure they understand how 
the claims process works. 

Whether your landlord mandates 
renters insurance or not, it’s a 
good idea to evaluate your possess- 
ions and think about what it would 
cost you to replace them. 

“Things have changed; people 
own more expensive things now,” 
Brown says. “And for less than the 
cost of a pizza a month, a renters 
insurance policy will protect you.”

Erwin Gomez 

HAIR ARTIST, BROW GURU AND SALON OWNER 


Following the very messy (and 
very public) closing of his epony- 
mous salon in Georgetown, Erwin 
Gomez decided he’d treat his next 
project as a chance to make him- 
self over. Much like the tresses 
and brows of D.C.’s elite he’s been 
transforming for years, the stylist/ 
brow shaper’s new West End salon. 
Karma Beauty Lounge — which is 
opening Tuesday — is a better ver- 
sion of what used to be. Offering a 
level of service on par with his shut- 
tered biz, the new digs also come 
with the hugs and intimate-but- 
not-intrusive chat that Gomez cli- 
ents have come to expect. 

How will Karma be different from 
Erwin Gomez Salon and Spa? 

It will be so much better. Every art- 
ist has their own private station, so 
you’re not going to be able to listen 


to someone’s gossip. I’ve also creat- 
ed an interview process where cli- 
ents get to interview the artists, so 
now the artist has to impress the 
client, just like any job interview. 
And I’m being much stricter in my 
culture training. 

What is culture training? 

It’s teaching my artists how I want 
my customers to be treated. Every 
detail, from how we greet people to 
how we speak to them, is impor- 
tant. We don’t welcome people to 
the salon with “What’s up!?” No, 
no, no, no, NO. I grew up with man- 
ners and etiquette, and that’s how 
I train my staff 

Is the client always right 
in your salon? 

I’m very blunt. My artists always 
joke, “Don’t ask Erwin because he 


will tell you the truth!” [Laughs] 
When you have a 99 percent reten- 
tion rate among clients like I do, 
that means they like your taste. It’s 
all about honesty, but still being 
considerate. 

What kind of service 
can your guests expect? 

Every guest who gets a haircut gets 
a head massage. It releases tension, 
and who doesn’t like a head mas- 
sage? I train my artists as a fam- 
ily with no egos and no jealousy. 
So if a client decides they want to 
try another stylist, there’s no hard 
feelings. And I don’t have to charge 
$900 a haircut because that’s not 
considerate. We have to be fair.

You’re also working on a 
cosmetics line. What will 
that be like? 

I’m so picky. I didn’t want to just 
get a generic product and throw 
my name on it. That’s not me. So I 
found a great manufacturer in Ger- 
many, though it’s expensive. Thank 
you, investors! It’s a lot of work and 
it’s going to take some time, but I’m 
really excited about it. 

Describe the salon’s interior. 

Very industrial modern. I had to 
reinvent myself I didn’t want to do 
the dragon [motif] again because 
Erwin’s coming back. It will be a 
very sexy, Moroccan feel. It’s going 
to be very timeless. I wanted it to rep- 
resent my new life and explain who 
I am: more structured, more confi- 
dent, more freedom, and it’s all about 
karma. You’re going to feel a lot of 
energy, holley simmons (express)

At 4 pounds, 10 ounces, Vogue’s 
September issue has weight. Its 
heft carries some hope, a sign of 
economic life, a pulse that subverts 
the flat-lining CBO numbers. This 
single edition of one magazine 
suggests that even in bad times, 
someone is up for a good time. 

The fashion magazine announces 
right there on the cover that it’s 
putting out “916 pages of spectacular 
fall fashion for all.” 

The operative word is the last 
one. Everybody’s invited. 

If you delve inside this 
120th-anniversary issue and play 
the hyperbolic game of finding the 
highest price for a single garment, 
you will doubtless 
be reminded 
of some glum 
moment when 
money of this 
kind could have 
been used to solve 
a real problem. 
“Spectacular” is 
the other kejword. 

The magazine 

suggests that you should allow 
yourself to be transported by 
spectacle — and the joy ride will 
cost a mere $5.99. 

Here’s a novel thought in 
this election year: An American 
institution is prospering, 
encouraging the wealthy to 
spend rather than be taxed, to 
reward innovators instead of 
regulators. 

In the pages of Vogue, the 
forecast is always a little sunnier.

Besides actual clothing, 
fashion magazines sell ideals and 
aspirations, which can seem more 
valuable when economic conditions 
deem them less affordable. After 
four years of peril, these titles are 
all suddenly thriving, from the 
avant-garde (W has 412 pages) to 
the moms-and-proms (InStyle at 
652). “The only trend I can say is 
that high-end women’s fashion 
magazines are doing much better 
than magazines as a whole,” says 
Steve Cohn, who edits the Media 
Industry Newsletter. 

These magazines make money 
because they elevate the eye and 
sometimes the spirit, take the reader 
someplace special. These fantasy 
tomes feel a boost during economic 
distress — like liquor and ice cream 
and movie ticket sales. 

Of Vogue’s 916 pages, 658 
are ads. As the magazine’s rate 
card for advertisers explains, one 
single page can cost as much as 
$165,232, though many ads are 
sold in discount packages. The 
weighty result gets compared often 
to a doorstop and then sometimes, 
tellingly, to a murder weapon. 

Anna Wintour herself, in the 
2009 documentary “The September 
Issue,” speaks to the hidden menace 
people project on her brand. “There 
is something about fashion,” she 
says, “that can make people very 
nervous.”

Where’s Oldman? 

Every week, I set aside a little tinne 
to watch nnovie trailers online. It's os- 
tensibly so I know what's conning up, 
but the fact is that even when I wasn't 
covering filnn, I still did it. I love trail- 
ers, just because I love to see how 
studios try to sell their movies. 

One obvious strategy is to play up 
a film's stars, as is the 
case with the trailer 
for “Lawless," which 
opened Wednesday. 
Long before I saw the 
movie, I was excited: 
Tom Hardy! Love him! 
Jessica Chastain! 

Love her! Gary Old- 
man! YES! Shia LaBeouf! Oh...kay! 
Let's go back to Gary Oldman! 

Which is why it was disappointing, 
to say the least, to find out that Old- 
man is in the film for something like 
seven minutes. 

Sure, an actor can dominate a 
film in seven minutes — the go-to ex- 
ample is Judi Dench in “Shakespeare 
in Love" — but here, though Oldman 
does what he can, what you get is 
about seven minutes of Gary Oldman. 
Which I'll take over seven minutes 
with nearly any other actor on the 
planet, but because the trailer strong- 
ly suggested his minutes onscreen 
would hit at least double digits, I 
couldn't help but feel deceived. 

Trailers are commercials, and I get 
that. Commercials can be misleading: 
as proof, I have a drawer full of mas- 
caras that do nothing they promised. 
But the “Lawless" trailer is a perfect 
example of how a movie can promise 
so much without delivering.

THE BOURNE LEGACY (PG 13, 135 min 

utes) Surprise, surprise — “The Bourne 
Legacy" LookssurprisingLy good onscreen, 
precisely because it’s so good on paper. 
Written and directed by Tony Gilroy, who 
penned all three Jason Bourne movies, 
“The Bourne Legacy" achieves its first 
order of business with intelligence and 
imaginative dexterity, building on the 
pre-existing story. For the most part, “The 
Bourne Legacy" takes place in an impres- 
sively recognizable world, where science, 
hands-free geopolitics and the modern 
security state intersectto create human 
warriors who behave like the human 
equivalent of drones. It’s that world and 
its ruthless thought-leaders that Aaron 
Cross (Jeremy Renner) must navigate 
— with his memory intact, but driven 
by just as dramatic an inner need. a.h. 
THE CAMPAIGN (R, 85 minutes) 
The excesses of partisan sniping, negative 
campaigning and pandering skullduggery 
are the comic equivalent offish in a bar- 
rel, and every last minnow gets picked off 
in “The Campaign," in which Will Ferrell 
and Zach Galifianakis play North Carolina 
candidatesgoing head-to-head inafarci- 
cally conniving congressional election. 
If only because of the actors involved, 
“The Campaign" has its share of laughs. 
The film even possessesa whiff of topi- 
cality, in the form of two super-wealthy. 



sweatshop-owning brothers who try to rig 
the election by infusing a super PAC with 
scads of money. But with the exception 
ofthattimely echo — and Ferrell’s flaw- 
less John Edwards impersonation as a 
compulsively promiscuous politician — 
genuinely scathing satire is largely miss- 
ing. “The Campaign" missed a chance to 
beswifter, smarter and more stinging, a.h. 


COMPLIANCE (R, 90 minutes) As the 
film opens, a fast-food restaurant man- 
ager named Sandra is getting her busy 
evening shift started. As her staff ar- 
rives, the emotional tectonics continue 
to shift. When Sandra receives a phone

Fie runs into his new wife, 
an old flame, a water-main break, a pie- 
throwing deviant and an anti-capitalist 
riot, among other impediments. And 
all the while he talks. And talks. And 
talks. Despite the thick dialogue, there’s 
something compelling about the whole 
endeavor, because it feels like any- 
thing might happen. Stephanie merry 
THE DARK KNIGHT RISES (PC 13, 164 
minutes) Christopher Nolan has made a 
completely satisfying movie, one steeped 
enough in self-contained mythology to 
reward hard-core fans while giving less 
invested viewers a rousing, adroitly ex- 
ecuted piece of popcorn entertainment. 
The film starts off with a nervy piece of 
midairshowmanship in which the movie’s 
villain, aterroristthug named Bane, hijacks 
a CIA plane.
